Racial Violence: Is Pottstown Kindled for a Spark?

A small Negro boy sat at the kitchen table, his eyes 
half shut with sleep as he listened to the angry voices 
of the adults. 
His head cradled in one hand, he listened intently 
as he stared fixedly at one spot on the table. 
Sinking into his hearing were hard words about 
living where you wanted to and about the car full of 
whites, who drove by outside shouting “nigger.” 
“if I had a gun and those people came bv again, I'd 
shoot at them,” said his father. “Understand, we didn’t 
start nothing. We don't make trouble but other people 
do.” 


It was a hot Summer evening and the mother twist­ 
ed a braid of hair up off her neck, her mouth tight as 
she waited her turn to speak.

“I don't know nothing about the rioting,” she said. 
“No, I don't. And I don't want to. I think Pottstown is 
a pretty town.

We aren’t 
ever going to go anywhere we want and that’s it.”

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82 Million 
Would Pay 
Surcharge 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Treasury Department said Fri­ 
day about 82 million individual 
taxpayers would pay more mon­ 
ey to Uncle Sam under the 10 
per cent surcharge plan sent to 
a generally cool Congress by 
President Johnson. 
Only 16 million taxpayers in 
the two lowest brackets—those 
paying 14 to 15 per cent tax 
rates—would escape the sur­ 
charge which is actually a tax 
levied on a tax and not on a per­ 
son’s basic income. 
Americans would feel a new' 
tax squeeze with their first pay­ 
checks after Oct. 1 if Congress 
adopts the plan recommended 
by Johnson. That’s when the 
Treasury plans to step up tax 
withholding from paychecks to 
reflect the surcharge if Con­ 
gress goes along. 
RETROACTIVE 
For corporations, the sur­ 
charge would be retroactive to 
last July 1. 
Officials 
said 
the 
same 
amount of added revenue—$4 
billion from the individual sur- 
charge 
through 
next 
June 
30—would result if basic tax 
rates were raised 10 per cent. 
But this latter method would 
destroy the temporary nature of 
the plan emphasized by Johnson 
and create more administrative 
headaches in collecting the tax. 
It would, for example, result in 
fractional rates such as raising 
the 19 per cent tax bracket to 
20.9 per cent. 
Basic tax rates on individuals 
now' range from 14 to 70 per 
cent while the corporate tax 
rate is '48. per cent. 
Most of the 82 million individ­ 
uals affected by the proposed 
surcharge wrould be husbands 
and wives who file joint returns. 
Of the 82 million taxpayers 
expected to pay more under the 
surcharge plan would be 17 mil­ 
lion single persons and 65 mil­ 
lion married ones filing joint 
returns, the Treasury said. It 
added that of the 16 million tax­ 
payers who would be exempt 
from the surcharge, 5 million 
are single and 11 million are 
married. 
In money terms, these tax­ 
payers would be exempt: 
—Single persons who pay $145 
or less in taxes a year. 
—Married persons filing joint 
returns who pay $290 or less. 
—Heads of households who 
pay $220 or less. 
EXEMPTION 
Figured another way, the 
Treasury said, the exemption 
would apply to all single per­ 
sons with taxable incomes ot 
$1,000 or less and all married 
persons with taxable incomes of 
$2.000 or less. Taxable income 
consists of total income minus 
deductions and exemptions. 
Since the surcharge as pro­ 
posed would be effective only 
for three months of calendar 
1967, the rate would be 2.5 per 
cent of a person’s tax for the 
entire year.

Finger of Guilt

Trarutiiguration Lutheran Church 


It was after midnight and the light 
fog that had descended over London 
like an extra blanket against the chill 
night showed no sings of lifting. T raf­ 
fic had thinned to an occasional taxi, 
and the sidewalk was almost deserted 
of pedestrians. 
Near the corner stood a large done 
residence fronted by an expanse of 
lawn and surrounded by a high stone 
wall. 
It was the home of Sir Evin 
Nepean, 
under - secretary 
of 
state. 
Across the darkened lawn slipped a 
furtive figure and climbed the ten-foot 
gate, on top of which were a row of 
iron spikes. 
The fleeing man caught 
hold of one of the spikes, balanced 
himself for a moment, then dropped 
to the other side, letting out a scream 
of pain as he leaped. 
When the robbery was reported the 
next morning, police swarmed over 
the premises without finding a clue 
to the identity of the burglar. 
Then 
someone happened to look up at the 
top of the gate. 
In a matter of hours 
the fingerprint record was checked, 
and a man was arrested who had a 
bandaged hand. 
When he had leaped 
from the gate, a spike had caught in 
his ring and torn the finger off. 
His 
own finger pointed to his guilt. 
A man's worst enemy is himself. 
Sometimes the only one to accuse him 
of w rong-doing is himself. He is often 
his own Judge and Jury. 
When the 
rest of the world passes by his mis­ 
takes, a man may be accused by the 
finger of his own conscience. 
His con­ 
science never takes a vacation. 
Men 
who have no conscience often marry 
one. 
Like the revivalist who is said to 
have announced to the congregation: 
“There is a man here who is deceiving 
his wife. 
Unless he puts $5 in the 
collection plate, his name will be read 


from the pulpit." When the collection 
was taken, there were six $5 bills in 
it and a $1 bill with a note pinned to 
it. saying: “Will send the rest to­ 
morrow/* 
, 
A guilty conscience is the mother 
of invention. 
Sometimes a man leaves his ac­ 
cusing fingerprint on the work he 
does. When news came of the destruc­ 
tion of the massive stone buildings i t 
Stanford 
university, no one 
could 
understand why they could not with­ 
stand the shocks. 
Until they examin­ 
ed the ruins and found the walls 
were not solid, but filled with rubbish 
and poor cement. 
The contractor’s 
work pointed its accusing finger at 
him. 
He left the fingerprints of his 
character on his handiwork. 
Sometimes the whole patterns of 
our way of life points an accusing 
finger at us. 
The im print of our 
American society on the rest of the 
world may leave a telltale fingerprint 
that judges us. 
A Syrian and an American were 
sitting together in the lounge of a 
Mediterranean steamship, when the 
ship's orchestra began to play the 
tune, “The Parade of the Wooden 
Soldiers." 
The Syrian solemnly and 
courteously rose and stood at atten­ 
tion. 
The puzzled American asked 
him why he did it. 
The Syrian ans­ 
wered, “Why, I thought it was your 
national anthem." 
He was sincere 
enough, he quite honestly thought the 
“Parade of the Wooden Soldiers" was 
the American national anthem. 
The Syrian was wrong, but by how 
much? 
Every American needs to ask him­ 
self howr much of his life is a parade 
of wooden soldiers, mechanized and 
living by routine. 
Fingerprints, from a man or a 
nation, don't lie.

MAN IS born with a natural say, Intellectually or religiously. 
tendency to bow in adoration 
before a god and will go to 
great lengths to fulfill his de­ 
sire for one to worship. 
Primitive man deified the 
natural elements and phenome­ 
na about him. More advanced 
civilizations established whole 
families of deities, headed by a 
god - father and mother, each 
with an individual sphere of 
influence. Some bowed before 
grotesque images fashioned of 
metal or stone. And still others 
worshipped worldly .gods: sci­ 
ence, wealth, race or national­ 
ism.Thus, mum. has searched in 
every direction for a god to 
satisfy his longing and, lacking 
knowledge or guidance, stopped 
short of finding the One who 
can be all things to all men. 
Not until the monotheism of the 
Hebrew's was: man aware of the 
existence of the one true God. 
On his missionary journey to 
Europe, Paul encountered many 
such false gods and sought to 
set the people straight in their 
thinking and worship. 
He began, as wo have seen, 
in Philippi, then moved down 
the peninsula to Tnessalonica, 
one of the .great cities of 'the 
Macedonian E m p i r e . Paul’s 
ministry there, because it was 
in the synagogue, was one of 
interpreting the ancient Scrip­ 
tures to p r o v e that Christ, 
whom, he was preaching, was 
the One of whom the Scriptures 
prophetically spoke. 
Some of t h o s e who heard 
Paul believed, but others were 
angered and, assembling a mob, 
proceeded to the home of Jason, 
where a .group of believers had 
gathered. A few were seized 
and brought before the magis­ 
trates, charged with acting con-f 
trary to Roman law. In the in­ 
terest of all concerned, the 
apostles left Thesaalonica for 
Berea. 
There, by comparison, Paul 
found the Jew's “more noble’* 
than those off Thessalonica, for 
they were open - minded and 
knowledgeable of the Scriptures 
from, which, he quoted, However, 
W'hen the Jew's of Thessalonica 
learned Paul was in Berea, they 
came there and again, stirred up 
trouble for him. Though Silas 
and Timothy remained in Berea, 
the brethren escorted Paul to 
the coast where he took a ship 
for Athens. 
In Paul's time, Athens was 
neither politically nor commer­ 
cially important. It was. how­ 
ever, an intellectual meccs. Anv 


Paul's preaching in Thessalonica so 
antagonized some Jewish leaders that 
believers, w e re charged, with treason, 
and brought before the magistrates. 
Paul left for Berea.—Acts 17:1-10.

went to Athens. The people 
thrived, on discussions and dis­ 
putations: they lent ready ears 
to every religious leader, but 
their interest in religion was 
not as a w'ay of life but as an 
intellectual or philosophical ex­ 
ercise. They were curious,,, but 
felt no need for redemption. 
As usual, Paul began his min­ 
istry in the synagogue, but soon 
moved his pulpit to the market­ 
place where he disputed and 
argued with all who would lis­ 
ten. Contrary to previous ex­ 
periences, Paul’s preaching pro­ 
voked no one and he was not 
persecuted for his work,. In­ 
stead. he was invited to preach 
to Athens’ leading philosophers 
at the Areopagus, and they lis­ 
tened graciously and attentive­ 
ly-Paul did not confront the 
Athenians head - on with 
Gospel of the Lord. His argu­ 
ment was logical, courteous, 
universal. He was an intellec­ 
tual among intellectuals, and 
his approach w'as more that of 
a theist than that of a Chris­ 
tian disciple. And the Athenians 
were left cold by his words. 
He opened with, a remark 
about the religiosity of the peo­ 
ple, n o t i n g the many altars 
about the city dedicated to each 
of their many divinities, includ­ 
ing one “To An Unknown God.’* j 
Starting from the God un­ 
known, Paul revealed Him as 
God the Creator of mankind 
and all living things, master 
and sovereign of all the uni­ 
verse. Man’s purpose in 'God’s 
scheme of things is to seek the 
Lord, that he might “feel after

Long before Christ came upon 
the earth, men were resorting to 
prayer for divine he!p.

It might seem, therefore, that 
everyone knows how to pray...

portant... that God will listen 
as readily to the prayers -of the 
un-religious as to those of the 
devout. Prayer, some will un­ 
doubtedly say,, is prayer "and no­ 
body need tell us how to pray.’* 
And yet the Apostles, watch­ 
ing as Jesus prayed, became 
aware for the first time of the 
mighty power of a proper pray­ 
er. They could see on the Sa­ 
vior’s face as He prayed, the 
reflection of a great inner peace 
and refreshment. 
So they said to Jesus: "Lord, 
teach 'us to pray!" And Christ re­ 
plied: "Pray thus... Our Father, 
who art in heaven, hallowed be 
Thy name.Thy Icing-dom come. 
Thy will be done, on earth as it 
is in heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread, and forgive us our 
debts as wre also forgive our debt­ 
ors. And lead us not into temp­ 
tation, but deliver us from evil.’* 
The words of the Lord's Pray­ 
er, of course, are enshrined in 
the hearts of Christians every­ 
where. Yet Christ, in giving us 
this most beautiful prayer of all, 
did not tell us to "pray thif. 
What He said was: "Pray thus”.
